and appropriate to cut bushes beside the highway.

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9. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the Barnstead fire companies. 

10. To see if the town will vote to continue rebuilding 
the road from the Branch Bridge towards the Strafford 
line, and vote to raise and appropriate money for the same 
(by petition). 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,077 to build road from White Oak schoolhouse 
four corners to Emerson’s four corners or as far as said 
money will go, with state aid (by request). 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to repaint the town hall and outbuildings.

In view of the fact that a winter term of school has 
been maintained in but three districts the current year, 
we have felt that possibly a few remarks regarding the con- 
ditions responsible might be in order, and they are: 

1. The plans were made early in November, before 
the close of the war. Your school board was sorely per- 
plexed by the serious shortage of teachers. 

2. At this time a wood famine was threatened. 

3. Our limited finances. One of two plans was pos- 
sible, either make the fall term of fourteen weeks in length 
all over town or maintain a winter term of eight weeks in 
three districts. We thought the latter plan the wiser. 

4, The winter of 1918! Who could tell if it were to 
be repeated in 1919—with a generous increase of snow- 
drifts and zero weather—or not? We were suspicious 
and fearful. And we proposed to equalize the school 
weeks the coming spring.

VITAL STATISTICS. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Barnstead: 

I submit herein my second report as superintendent of 
schools, it being the second in the series of such reports. 

Someone has said that the proverbs or maxims of a 
people generally represent the wisdom of long experience. 
They are the signboards on life’s great highway erected by 
our forefathers, and most travelers accept their guidance 
without question. As a false sign on a crowded alley 
may lead multitudes astray, so an untrue maxim or a 
misguided habit of study, especially when circulating 
among the young and inexperienced, may turn a nation 
into dangerous or fatal paths. There never was a time 
in the world’s history when the nations were brought 
more forcibly face to face with these vital facts than in 
this transitional period, the threshold of a new day and 
a new era, an epoch of world life distinguished for its 
keen competition in every vocation of life, and one that 
will demand the rising generation of boys and girls taught 
in accordance with modern pedagogical and psychological 
laws. In this spirit J have tried to interpret the educa- 
tiona! situation in Barnstead, alleviate conditions as far 
as financial means and opportunities have been placed in 
my possession. 

One good omen among your children is their thirst 
for good literature, and plenty of it. We are still in 
need of a new basal reader, embracing a modern phonic 
drill, and an additional supply of supplementary reading. 
In order to partially satiate their thirst for knowledge, I 
have bought at your expense twelve copies of the Wonders 
of the Jungle, Book I, twelve copies, Book II, twelve cop- 
ies of Clematis, twelve copies of Lest We Forget, twenty- 
four copies of Fry’s Home Geography; besides have given 
several sample books and loaned books not in use in other 
towns. All of these books were thoroughly read by your 
superintendent before placing in your schools, believing 
it an important duty of said officer to critically taste of 
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the mental nourishment he is feeding to his pupils. These 
books have enabled your teachers to teach their pupils 
how to read better, how to get the thought and how to ex- 
press it; and by leading them to appreciate good liter- 
ature have aroused in them a real love for it. Also they 
have provided the best possible codrdination with the study 
of English and thereby offered another step in raising 
the standard of English in your schools. 

Your history course has been strengthened by the pur- 
chase and use of twelve copies of Our Beginnings in 
Europe. 

On English grammar, we adopted in place of Harvey’s 
erammar sixty copies of English Lessons by Harris and 
Gilbert, Book I, and forty-four copies of Book IT by same 
authors. 

These books are adjusted to our state course of study 
and place emphasis on doing things, correct talking and 
writing instead of simply memorizing rules. Memory is 
a good servant but an untrustworthy master. 

The schools have used a larger supply of paper than last 
year, due to the fact that more written work and repro- 
duction has been demanded, all of which is legitimate and 
should be encouraged. On all my tours of inspection I 
have noted that teachers were strictly economical in the 
use of paper and supplies. 


REPAIRS. 


Tmmediate attention should be given to the need of new 
doorsteps and a shed floor at the Parade school, new stove, 
curtains and blackboards at the Center. 

Again I would remind you of the need of improve- 
ment in conditions of the outhouses in order to meet the 
minimum requirements for sanitation and morality de- 
manded by the State Department of Public Instruction in 
conjunction with the State Board of Health. 

To bring the matter squarely before you, I submit these

requirements as given by the Department of Public In- 
struction, Division of Institutes, No. 67: 

“The Approaches—There should be two closets, prefer- 
ably separate, but when together there should be separate 
approaches. ‘This can often be obtained by a tight fence 
turned at an angle from the doors. 

“The Walls—All marks written, scratched or carved 
must be removed. Pencil marks may be painted in, but 
if the doors and walls are cut or scratched they must be 
sheathed or the boards renewed. 

“The Vaults—These must be fly-tight and provided 
with hinged covers. There should be a suitable urinal 
on the boys’ side, preferably of enamel or glazed ware. 

“The Doors—These must be provided with hasps within 
and with locks. The closets should be locked at all times 
when not in use, and the keys in charge of the teacher. 

“Cleaning—The vaults must be kept clean. This or- 
dinarily means that they should be cleaned three times 
a year. The proper times are the close of school in June, 
in November, and as soon as thawing permits in the 
spring. In each closet there is to be a box of earth or 
sand for daily use. 

“Care—When the closets are thus put into condition, 
the teacher is to be held absolutely responsible for their 
proper appearance. The older pupils may aid as part of 
their work in organized civil government. The teacher 
should view the outhouses daily and the superintendent 
and school board should inspect them at every visit.” 

Some towns under my jurisdiction have adopted a plan 
of putting at least two outhouses a year in sanitary con- 
dition. On my inspection of said houses during the 
last two years I have failed to find a cut or immoral 
mar, thus proving the pupils’ appreciation of clean, whole- 
some surroundings that have also been reflected in the 
moral tone of the schools. Certainly we are criminally 
neglectful in not correcting such conditions as exist In our 
outhouses. 


War ACTIVITIES. 


Thirty-six pupils successfully carried out their gar- 
den projects, and reported $150.25 worth of produce 
raised. 

Twelve of the pupils kept records; the others estimated 

their values. I strongly recommend that all keep records 
during the ensuing year, as therein les an important edu- 
cational value. 
_ The war garden activities during the coming vear will 
be more thoroughly organized, supervised, and we trust 
will vield a large increase in production. Every school 
will have its captain and two heutenants, under the in- 
struction of a state inspector; and we believe the school 
children of Barnstead will do their part toward feeding 
the world during the winter of 1919-20. : 

The other war activities, such as War Saving Stamps 
and Red Cross work, have received due attention in our 
schools. 


ScHoo.Ls. 


I believe your committee have taken great care in the 
selection of teachers, and I wish to take this opportunity 
of expressing my appreciation of their codperation and in- 
terest in their vocational work. Some schools have had 
more to work with than others. Especially good results 
have been noted at the White Oaks, North Bickford, 
Parade and Center. At the Parade and Center I have 
noted much improvement in concentrated attention, a 
knowledge getting by means of more adequate training 
of the senses, resulting in quick and accurate observation 
and accompanied with a corresponding educational ac- 
tivity. 

On account of the high cost of living and the unusual 
demand for teachers, your committee have been obliged 
to increase the salaries of the teachers of these two schools 


in order to be commensurate with those paid elsewhere 
in the state for similar positions. This extra expenditure, 
however, will be remunerated many fold in the future pros.
